Some of the older gills there were 

traces of a slight nervousness which, 
while it prevented them from done' 
their very best, was not without i t h 

attractions. The younger pupils were, 
Of course, altogether free from this 

•eeling, and it was plain from their 

bright faces anil sparkling eyes thai 
they greatly enjoyed what is some- 
times considered a dreadful ordeal — 

the yearly- examination. One chubby, 
red-cheeked, sturdy little fellow of 

four, seemed particularly at. home, 
and proud to show the visitors all he 
OOuld do; and well he might, for not 
many children of four, with the pos- 
session of all their faculties, could 

have done better. 

The examiners gave a greater pro- 
portion of the time at their disposal 

to the subject of articulation than to 
•ny other, and deservedly so, for this 

is the foundation of the whole work. 

No fascinating is the department, 
and so marvellous are the results, thai 
tho whole morning could have been 
"pent in studying the way in which 
tho dormant powers were evoked by 
tlie patience and ingenuity of leach 

«rs acquainted with the most enlight- 
ened methods of training the deaf and 

UUmb. As we noticed the skill and 

olearness with whioh Mrs, Ashcroft, 
the superintendent, articulated her 

Words and taught SUCh children lo do 

the same, we felt that it would be good 
for Home mumbling minister! Mid 
public speakers, who seem too laay to 
Use their tongues, lips and teeth aright, 
to take a course of training at the 
Maokay Institution. II they would 
not relsh it, (heir hearers would. 

Dragging ourselves away from this 
boat interesting exhibition, we had a 
glance at the kinder-garten table, 
where was displayed a great variety of 

objects moulded and folded by the 
hands of the youngest pupils. There 
Were numbers of white mice, baskets 
of eggs and fruit — some of them done 
very well and the paper-folding was 
Very varied and beautiful. This class 
Wan organized this year, and is under 
the instruction of Miss Dora I. 
way. 

Thereafter the classes in the dif- 
ferent grades, taught by Miss Edith 
Terrill and Miss Jessie Mac. ai lane, 
Were examined in writing, grammar, 
Composition, spelling, anthmetio, 
geography, history and Scripture. 

The pupils showed a know h id 
all these subjects which was highly 
creditable. Some of the maps were 
particularly well drawn. The coin 
positions were always grammatical 
and intelligent- and occasionally hum- 
orous. In the object leSSOB class it 
Was trident that a few of the very 
little ones had some difficulty in dis- 
tinguishing between the symbol for 
" a cent "ami that tor " candy ," but 
that was very excusable, because at 
their age these linns are pretty neai 
ly synonymous —a fact that good 
friends of the little ones should not 
forget. 

After tliin survey of the work done 
among the mutes, we turned to that 
done among the blind, and while 
much interested in all t hat was show u, 
regretted that it was impossible 
give more time to this useful and 
interesting department of the work.

Tata ORATIONS. 

William Holding, of Sheboygan, 
saiutaloriau of the class, chose for his 
subject the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence. He declared the old State 
House 'at Philadelphia, in which it 
was discussed and adopted, " a hal- 
lowed place in American patriotism ;" 
recounted the heated and eloquent 
debates that took place ovei this and 
other question! in the Continental 
Congress ; and closed by saying that 
alter 1 Hi years the 1'nitcil Si 
now one <>f the most powerful and 
wealthy nations of the earth, and a 
brilliant example of a free and pro- 
inment. 
Philip Kimball, of Lake Geneva, 



showed Tiis admiration of Jeffersonian 
simplicity by giving a good pen 
sketch of the Sage of Monticello, 
that warm-hearted but cool headed 
man, who, in his younger days was a 
leading light, and in his more mature 
years a guide for nations. The 
breach between Jefferson and Hamil- 
ton on the national coinage question 
gave rise to the parties so long known 
as Republicans and Federalists. He 
died July 4, 1826, in the eighty-third 
year of his age, after having filled 
with signal ability, not only the high- 
est office in his own state, Virginia, 
but also in the nation. 

Charles Hay ford, of Wrightsfown, 
thought lie would give Dolavan a lift 
by recounting its history. The object 
of its founders, Henry and Samuel 
Phoenix, was to set an example of re- 
ligion, and temperance, it being nam- 
ed after Ed. C. Delavan a temperance 
advocate, of Albany, New York. 
After describing the wanderings and 
explorations of the two brothers, 
particularly of Samuel, ho said that 
the first house was built by Allan 
Perkins in 18;)0; the first school, of 
twelve scholars, taught in log house 
in 1881 ; the first post office establish- 
ed in 1837 ; the School for the Deaf 
opened in 1852, and that thefirst rail- 
road passed through the village in 
1856. 

Alsada Phillips, of Hay View, Mil- 
waukee, entertained hi>r audience 
with an account of her school life 
from its inception to its close, show- 
ing clearly the growth and develop- 
ment of her intellectual life and how 
her efforts redoubled every year to 
make the most of her school days as 
her appreciation of their value in- 
creased. In closing she said : " I 
shudder to think what I should have 
been had there been no school for the 
deaf in this state. Instead of being 
now happy and able to converse with 
my friends and hold my- own in the 
world, 1 should h.ive been helpless 
and ignorant. All praise to the 
worthy." 

Alma Foster, of Luck, told " How 
Hooks are Made," referring to the 
papyrus and parchment rolls of the 
ancients, and the wood, ivory and 
bronze books of the Greeks and 
Romans, whose shape famished the 
model for all future books ; block 
printing ; the privileges of the copy- 
right ; and tho manner and rapidity 
of modern bookmaking. 

" KeonomyV' by Chauneey B. 
Dickey, of Ncilsville, the valedictori- 
an, was defined to be the art of sav- 
ing, not only in money but in time, 
labor and space, and that it was onlv 
attainable in money matters by spend- 
ing less than is earned ; in time, by 
seizing every available moment for 
some useful purpose ; in labor, by be- 
coming a skilled worker ; and in space, 
by ofa he old adago, "a place 

for everything and everything in its 
place." He argued that parents 
should be us careful to instill habits 
of economy in their children as they 
are to educate them. 

The musical part of the program, 
furnished by pupils of the School for 
the Blind, under the leadership of 
Mrs. J. H. Jones, was very line and 
added much to the pleasures of those 
present. 

Superintendent Swiler highly com- 
mended the class for their faithful- 
ness in their studies and congratulat- 
ed them on the great improvement 
made sinoo entering tho School eight 
years ago. 

The School is doing a good work 
and is au excellent condition, which 
reflects great credit on the superior 
management of I'rof. John W. Swiler. 
He has tine executive ability and his 
able corps of teaohers help to carry 
out bis wise plans for the education 
of the unfortunate deaf . It certainly 
would work injury to the school if 
any change were made in officers or 
teachers. 

The diplomas were presented to 
the class by Hon. Clarence Snyder, of 
Ashland, president, of the BoaM of 
Control. In substanoc Mr 
said : 



state, of SI, 101,70894, making the expense of 
each pupil $1,871.35, an amount exceeding 
the average cost of acquiring a liberal 
education to those who have been graduat- 
ed at the best American collegce and uni- 
versities ; that whether or not all this money 
has been wisely expended the spirit in 
which Wisconsin has cared for Its deaf Is 
most commendable ; that the results of 
education of the deaf here gtve cause for 
justification In that alumni are found in 
every county — men and women who are 
self-supporting, leading orderly and useful 
lives and of good judgment, of higher than 
average information and keenly alive to all 
questions which mark advancement of 
luonght, or Influence human destiny ; that 
the friends and parents of ohildren want the 
good work to go on, under the expanding 
and quickening Influence of these modern 
days; and that they want no flagging in- 
terest from either teachers or legislature, 
and no backward turn in the affairs of the 
school. He had been much interested In the 
report of the United States Commission of 
Kit icntion, in whioh he found that in the 
seventy-four institutions for the deaf, public 
and private, throughout the country, there 
had been marked advancement in some of 
them in the methods of instruction, especial- 
ly in articulation and lip-reading, and that in 
behalf o' the Board he toek pleasure in pre- 
mising such adoption of approved methods 
and such extension of facilities as would 
keep the school In line with the best thought 
and work of the time in all department*. 

In closing he urged the graduates to oon- 
tlnuc in sympathy with the great work that 
was going forward, and of which they them- 
selves were beneficiaries, and that loyalty to 
the school would reflect credit upon them- 
selves and prove helpful to those who must 
bear Its burdens in the years to come.

It will be seen by the above that 
the whole Institution is thrown open 
to those who will attend the August 
convention. A hotel for headquarters 
will not have to 1>« secured. In fact, 
one could not be secured on the dates 
of our meeting, for the reason that 
the State Farmers' Alliance will meet 
in Staunton on those dates, and their

hotel in the city for their use.
